French Legation 

The Irench legation, which 
guarded by French marines, was fired 
upon during the crisis. The Greek mil- 
itary authorities assert that the firing 
was done by rowdies. Secretary Bridge- 
man of the British legation was arrest- 
ed in the streets by a Greek patrol and 
taken to a police station where he was 
instantly released. 

Admiral du landed some 400 
marines at an early and marched 
toward Athens, seizing Philopappos Hill 
overlooking the city. The Greek guards 
on all roads to the capital re- 
fused to permit a second marine detach- 
ment to advance further. All trams be- 
tween Athens and Piraeus were stopped 
and no carriages were permitted to en- 
ter the city. 

In Athens there was intense excite- 
ment. Women carrying loads of provi- 
sions hastily bought in anticipation of a 
siege, thronged the streets above which 
bullets were flying. Old men with hunt- 
ing’ guns on their backs mounted guard 
at the street corners as to release the 
soldiers for the fighting outside. 

Four hundred British marines rein- 
forced the French force in the Zappeion, 
the famous industrial exhibition build- 
ing which lies at the south side of the 
gardens of the royal palace.

The Russians attempted to advance 
vesterday near Smorgon and south of 
Pinsk, the War Office also. announced. 
Their efforts were without success. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“Front of Archduke Joseph: Rus- 
siam and Rumanian attacks continue 
in the wooded Carpathians and along 
the mountains of the Translyvanian 
frontier. Yesterday they were 4i- 
rected specially against our position 
on the Babaladova and Gurarucada 
and west of Dorna Watra and in the 
Trotus and Oitus Valley. The gen- 
eral attacks were unsuccessful, the 
enemy suffering heavy losses. German 
troops during an advance at one 
point in the wooded Carpathians 
took more than 1000 prisoners. 

“Front of Field Marshal von Mack- 
ensen: The engagements in Walia- 
chia are developing tnto a great bat- 
tle. The army which left the movun- 
tains southwest of Campulung has 
gained ground in the wooded moun- 
tains on both sides of the Dambro- 
vitza sector during engagements. 

“On the Arfgschu, southeast of 
Petechti, 65 miles northwest of 
Bucharest, the first Rumanian army, 
offered battle has been broken 
through and defeated after a tena- 
cious struggle by German and Aus- 
tro-Hungarian troops.

With the arrival of President Wilson, 
Mrs. Wilson and an official party from 
Washington, at the Pennsylvania Sta- 
tion at 3:18 this afternoon, the brilliant 
succession of events arranged for dedf- 
cation day will begin.

er, will accompany the President's party 
to the Eightieth street North River 
landing, where, with Ambassador and 
Mme.

The Mayor's committee was to have

This ran about $7,000,- 
0 a year, but even this had been de- 
creasing in volume as our domestic man- 
ufactures increased. The same is true 
with most of the leading articles which 
the United States imported from Ger- 
many. The other big items in our Dill 
were coal-tar colors and dyes, about $6.- 
000,000 a year; china and earthenwara, 
nearly $4,000,000: raw furs, $5,000,000, and 
dressed furs $2,500,000; calfskins, $5,000,- 
000; crude, India rubber, anywhere from

Cotton Lead in Exports. 

Cotton dominated our exports to Ger- 
rrany.

Of the $8,500,000 imports from Germany 
into the port of New York during the 
first six months of 1916, it is interesting 
tc note that knit underwear was the 
largest item.

Other 
items on the list included sugar beet 
seed, cotton laces and embroideries, lin- 
en embroideries, china and earthenware, 
hops, textile machinery, leather gloves, 
lithographic paper, photographic paper, 
cther paper stock, musical instruments 
and toys.

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CARRANZA GIVES 
HIS IDEAS ABOUT 
NEW CONSTITUTION 


Declares Individual Liberty Must 
Be First Consideration for 
Its Framers. 


WANTS JUDGES LEFT FREE 


Touches on Property Rights and 
Opposes ‘‘Parliamentary Re- 
gime Like That of U. 


Mexico, Dec. 2.—In his 
address before the constitutional con- 
gress last night, Gen. Carranza outlined 
the reforms he hoped to see embodied in 
the Constitution. He said in part: 

‘‘T come to deliver into your hands re- 
forms necessary for this country. Right 
must regulate all elements of society. 
The Constitution of 1857 was the result 
of a great upheaval, but’ it proclaimed 
only the general principles of reforms 
without putting them into pracical form 
so that they are of only nominal value 
and it is not possible to administer the 
Government with this Constitution. The 
history of the country gives ample data 
to demonstrate this. 

‘IT promise to conserve the liberal 
spirit of the old Constitution, that the 
new reforms will merely eliminate the 
dead wood, throw light on obscure arti- 
cles and strike out articles put in by 
former Governments for personal ad- 
vantage. The Constitution must not 
erect artificial barriers between the 
$tate and the individual, and the power 
given must not be greater than that of 
the people who establish it. 

Right of Liberty First. 

“What is desired first of all is to es- 
tablish the rights of the people of in- 
dividual liberty. Human liberty must 
be guaranteed to prevent the Gover- 
ment from taking advantage of the ex- 
cuses of maintaining peace in order to 
commit crimes. The old Constitution 
was not strong enough to do this, as the 
liberty of the individual was at the 
mercy of executives. I hope the new 
Constitution will provide severe penal- 
ties for wrongdoing on the part of the 
public officials and make them responsi- 
ble for their acts. 

‘Judges, heretofore, only the tools of 
Zovernors, should have the power 
investigate and punish wrongdoing by 
Governors. Guarantees for prisoners ac- 
cused of crimes, heretofore, have been 
worthless. Prisoners have been at the 
mercy of Judges and third-degree meth- 
ods. They should be allowed bonds and 
a limit should be fixed to the time trials 
may be delayed. Good lawyers should 
be provided for the indigent and no 
arrests should be made without evidence 
sufficient to justify them. 

‘The old Constitution provided for the 
right of the government to occupy prop- 
erty for public benefit without the con- 
sent of the owners, by paying an in- 
demnity for the same. This is suffi- 
cient to allow the government to take 
large estates and distribute them among 
small owners so that the only reform 
necessary in that part of the old law 
is to provide that condemnation may De 
only executive authority and that 
Judges may deal only with indemnity. 

Question of Property Holding. 

“T ask you to consider whether it is 
necessary to have every foreigner who 
obtains title to real property resign 
treaty rights with respect to such pro »p- 
erty and conform to Mexican laws. 

‘One object of the new reforms is to 
assist labor and we should set mini- 
mum wages and maximum hours. 

“T advocate a divorce law which will 
place the family on the basis of love, 
not pecuniary interests. The nationality 
of children born in Mexico to foreign- 
ers should be clearly defined. 

“You must consider whether the vote 
should be given to all or limited by ed- 
ucational or property qualifications. I 
think the vote should go to all, but that 
it should be taken from those making 
wrong use of it or those who look with 
indifference on the affairs of the re- 
public. 
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instruction must receive at- 
tention because knowledge insures 
against either anarchy or dictatorship. 
On the organization of the executive 
power will depend that the legisiative 
branch shall not become an instrument 
of the executive. Free discussion with- 
out following instructions of the exect- 
tive or of governors must be assured 
the Legislature, but they must not be 
given sufficient power to curb the ex- 
ecutive in proper execution of his rights. 
A parliamentary regime in which the 
executive {s a figurehead and the Cab- 
inet is selected by Congress is not good 
for Latin-American nations. The people 
need a strong government which is not 
the same,as a despotic government.

But the chances 
against his doing that are not as great as the 
chances against his being able to regain strength 
enough to retake his former revolutionafy capital, 
and those chances he overcame. 

Will the fussy old First Chief realize that but 
for his own stupidity Villa would now be perma- 
nently eliminated as a possibility for Mexican dis- 
turbance? Probably not. Pershing’s men were 
only a few miles behind the bandit when Car- 
ranza’s idiotic resistance, including even armed at- 
tack on an American force, succeeded in causing 
their withdrawal.

Ger- 
many eends word that the vessel, which went 
down with six Americans aboard, was attacked 
without warning and in a rough sea on the un- 
derstanding that she was a British war transport. 
If*Washington can satisfy Berlin that she was not 
a transport -but a peaceful merchant ship under 
the British flag, indemnity will be paid with an 
expression of regret at the error. 

We have drifted a good way from former stand- 
ards governing the conduct of war. In the past, 
the practice of sinking first and finding out after- 
ward would have given rise to grave differences. 
Russia had to act very promptly to avert the 
Dogger Bank crisis resulting from an incident dur- 
ing the voyage of her fleet to Japanese waters. 

The duty of visit and search is enjoined to pre- 
vent just such misconceptions as that under which 
the German U-boat commander fired on the Ma- 
rina. But although he manifestly must have neg- 
lected that duty, a sense of relief is experienced 
that the incident is no worse. 


‘‘CATCHING’’ THE PROHIBITION BPIDEMIO. 

The Kansas City Star has examined the election 
figures on the “dry” amendment closely enough 
to find that of 14 countieg along the Kansas State 
line all voted for prohibition except Buchanan 
County, including the city of St. Joseph, and Ver- 
non County, including the city of Nevada. 

Of seven other counties along the Iowa State 
line all voted for prohibition except Clark, on the 
Mississipp! River, where the negative majority 
was only 49. Its conclusion is that the verdict of 
Missourians in these 21 counties must have been 
profoundly affected by a wave of prohibition senti- 
ment dashing over the boundaries from Kansas 
and Iowa, which have long showed a preference for 
the “dry” side of the issue. 

If prohibition is a communicable pathological 
condition to be guarded against by quarantine, is 
the decisive “wet” vote in St. Louls and six ad- 
jacent counties to be attributed conversely to de- 
leterious infection from contiguous Illinois? The 
restricted Maine epidemic seems to be less infec- 
tious. That State has had prohibition for 58 years 
without exposing the rest of New England to more 
than sporadic, unimportant attacks. 
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THE COLONEL’S POST MORTEM.

PICTURE SHOWS IN SCHOOLS. 

The Minister of Public Instruction in France, M. 
Painleve, has called together the various depart- 
ment heads of public instruction to consider the 
advisability of installing cinematographs in 
French schools. The Minister is quoted as say- 
ing that modern education in the primary grades 
depends largely on object lessons, and visualiz- 
ing data; and that he considered the process more 
realistic and more adherent to memory, if pre- 
sented by way of picture shows. 

M. Jules Clement of the Cote d’Or Department, 
however, thcught that such means were deroga- 
tory to the fundamentals of brain development, 
as they tended to offer everything without men- 
tal effort. However, the meeting was nearly 
unanimous in adopting the cinematograph as an 
essential adjunct to every French school in the 
future. 

To convince the assembled educators of the mer- 
its of the wnethod, M. Painleve had M. Clement 
exhibit the value of the apparatus in language 
study, history, physics, physiology, etc. M. Cle- 
ment exhibited the various phases of life and 
had a class of children call each object by its 
English name, and learn current expressions as- 
sociated with the picture scene. Magnified physi- 
ological processes induced a versatile knowledge 
of that subject, while visualized principles ex- 
plained physics. Between the heavier subjects, 
the exhibitor presented comical scenes and M. 
Painleve said in explanation: 

Children habitually dislike school, because 
it limits their childish liberties without offer- 
ing a quid pro quo that a child can appreciate 
as valuable. The picture not only brings home 
the utility of the study, but offers an oppor- 
tunity to rest the weary minds by interspersed 
comedy. The French school of the future will 
be a pleasure to the childrep, and not a bug- 
bear. 

It is proposed to introduce the novelty at once, 
and as all French schools today are Government 
schools, the proceeding will revolutionize the 
method of education throughout the entire re- 
public. When the news of the innovation became 
known in the Paris schools the next day, great 
was the pleasant excitement among the children 
of the French capital—it was a gala day.

OUR WAR REVIEW. 


“HE expectation that everybody in Europe 
a would have burrowed down for the Winter by 
this time has gone widely amiss. Everybody 
upon the contrary, is up and doing, and there is 
more action upon the whole than we have seen in 
months. The explanation is that Europe, like our- 
selves, is probably having an open, or fighting, 
Winter in which it is not impossible to get out and 
do the other fellow substantial damage. 

The Germans are by long odds the stars of this great 
tragedy. They have chased the Rumanians up hill 
and down dale until little remains of that country’s 
military organization, and they do not appear to have 
suffered very much annoyance from anyone else 
while they were doing it. The Russians, who might 
have been expected to jump in and help the Ru- 
manians drive the enemy back across whatever there 
was to cross over there, have absolutely outraged that 
expectation by not doing a thing. They were said 
on yesterday to be moving upon a 200-mile front, but 
what it amounted ® was not easily made out. The 
Russians are ineapgble of any high-class team work. 
Given the ball, they sometimes break through: but 
when it comes to tackling, interfering, the forward 
pass and those even more intricate maneuvers which 
make for class, they are neither there nor thereabout, 
They ought to have saved Rumania without very 
much trouble, but for some reason they have utterly 
failed to do so. Why, we don’t know. It may be 
that the Russians have bigger game in sight; but if 
so, we don't know it. Gen. Brusiloff, who was going 
through the Austrians and Germans for a while as 
if nothing but the Mediterranean would stop him, 
seems to have shot his bolt. He hasn’t turned a 
wheel in three months. Meanwhile, the Rumanians 
are getting a terrible beating, their country {s being 
overrun, their wheat has been gobbled by the hungry 
Germans, and they are about ready to take their 
place with Belgium on Mr. Rockefeller’s relief list. 
Nobody understands why Rumania ever got into the 
war. The Queen or somebody must have had a 
dream. Whoever it was has waked up by this time, 
we fancy. 

The Queen of Greece, who is the Kaiser's sister, is 
getting in some more of her work of late. The 
castle has sounded like a bee tree for some time. 
One had only to put one’s ear to the wall to guess 
that there would be something doing in a few days, 
and there is something doing. The King has defied 
the allies, and we shall probably witness the spec- 
tacle in a short while of Greece going to pieces 
upon the royal relationship to the gentleman who 
keeps God on the side of the Céntral Powers. The

I do not know of 
any anti-fat remedy better than common 
sense and the application of old-fash- 
joned rules.

“An avoidance of and 
starchy food is advisable, because 
anyone will take on flesh with over- 
indulgence in this line. Generally 
speaking, the best rule is to eat the 
things you do not like if you find out 
you are accumulating weight too rap. 

Above all things avoid drink- 
ing while eating. be a master of your 
own appetites, Keep hustling, and you 
will not get fat.’’

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TALES OF THE PAMPAS. 

N the opening years of the nine- 

| teenth century, when what is 

now the Argentine Republic was 
a Spanish posession, the man _ on 
horseback—adventurer, gold seeker, 
cattle raiger, fighter of Indians, patri- 
erch—was the chief figure in all that 
wild region. Life was rich, but it was 
also perilous and _ often intensely 
tragic. 

W. H. Hudson ,in his “Tales of the 
Pampas,’ has reconstructed a cross- 
section of that life with such a vivid 
coloring that these tales, like his 
mystical forest romance, “Green Man- 
sions,’’ will impress themselves indel- 
ibly upon the memory of the reader 
as stories told by a man of poetic, 
sorrowful mind, who loves nature 
but finds in her a vein of diablerie 
such as the medieval romancers be- 
lieved in.

é<¢ T HE WONDERFUL YEAR” isa 
wonderfully fine book, 
evn |jamong the ‘works of 
William J. Locke, who does not write 
poor books. It begins, like other 
Locke stories, with the aimless do- 
ings of amiable folk, whom one 
would dismiss as fools, were they 
less pleasingly described. But the 
character devclopment is admirable 
beyond the measure of most of 
Locke’s works. 

When Martin Overshaw, an En- 
glishman in France, jotns the French 
army to prove the entente cordiale to 
skepticdl villagers, he does something 
than many might do in a time of 
spiritual exhaltation. But when he 
refuses to marry the most beautiful 
of women, whom he loves, and who 
offers to marry him, because she will 
not avow in so many words that she 
loves him, he does something which 
might be described as magnificent 
but not human. 

Martin taught French in a third- 
rate English school until he and the 
school tired of each other. His ad- 
ventures in love had consisted of a 
stingle kiss, snatched from a young 
woman in a boarding house. He re- 
fused to repeat the kiss, because the 
girl had been eating onions, and she 
married a plumber. With such a 
wealth of romance in his past, he 
goes to Paris and is advised by For- 
tinbras, “merchant of happiness,” to 
embark on a bicycle tour through 
Frarce with an unchaperoned young 
woman with whom he {ts slightly ac- 
quainted. The two make the tour in 
brother ard sister fashion, and stop 


woman of the bicycle gradually drops 
out of the story and Felise, daughter 
of Fortinbras, and Lucilla, most 
beautiful of women, come into it. 
Egypt and war-time France are the 
scenes of the latter part of the tale. 
The character of Fortinbras is an en- 
gaging one, but the younger charac- 
ters hold the chief interest.

A WORTH-WHILE WAR BOOK. 

N “The Vermillion Box” E. V. Lucas 
has written one of the real worth- 

while books of the war. The volume 
is made up of letters written by mem- 
bers of a large English family between 
the end of 1914 and the first part of 
1916. Some of the writers are in the 
army, some in the Government service 
at home and several af them are wom- 
en who are also ‘‘doing their bit.’’ There 
is no abuse of Germany in the book, 
which {is commendable. 

The letters tell more of conditions in 
england than on the battle front. There 
is the man who insists that everything 
Cene by the _ British Government is 
wrong, the woman who flirts with men 
on their way to death and a great 
number of other types. 

A pretty love story runs through the 
book, but it is not unduly emphasized. 
Tragedies appear throughout the book 
between the lines, but great care is 
taken to prevent morbidness. The book 
as a whole is cheerful and well calcu- 
lated to cheer those who let themselves 
get over-depressed because of the war.

The only thing the two have in| 
common ig that both tell stories of Jew-, 
ish immigrants from Russia. One is 
autobiographical. The other—as far as 
we know—is fiction. No one informs us 
whether there is anything that will con- | 
nect Tobenkin with Witte. 
The author is a young man who has 
written stories from Jewish life frankly 
and with sincerity. He has not written 
“Jew stories.””’ His have been Jewish 
stories. There is a distinction with a 
decided difference here. The ‘Jew 
story’ ‘is calculated to please the non- 
Jew by giving him the type of Jew “e 
has been accustomed to from the days 
of Shakspeare or earlier. This type is 
no more true to life than is Shylock. The 
Jewish story on the other hand is a 
story in which the Jew is described as 
he is. He is neither caricatured nor 
pedestaled. 
One watching Tobenkin's work would 
naturally be interested in this first book 
of his. He does know his people and 
describes them lovingly and sympathet- 
ically. His newspapermen are rather 
weak for the most part, but that is un- 
important detail. The author tells a 
quiet story about an immigrant and his 
family. He does not run after effects 
and manages to get through without a

He said this morning that had he known 
Hofmann’s determination to grant: no 
extra numbers, he would. have. arranged 
the program differently, placing Bee- 
thoven’s Seventh Symphony first, the 
concerto second and the ‘‘Egmont”’ over- 
ture last. It was not Zach, but Hof- 
mann, who was responsible for the clos- 
ing of the piano, for the director re- 
mained on the stage, ready to play the 
host at the visitor’s triumph. 

Hofmann declared today that he was 
merely following out his consistent pol- 


icy of never playing encores at sym-| 


imperial genius, dashing off its terrific 
technical difficulties with the noncha- 
lence of a master. His tone was as 
always supremely ringing and vibrant: 
few of his rivals can draw such a storm 
of sound from the pianoforte. But he 
has exquisite delicacy and grace, as 
well as vigor, and he had ample scope 
for both in this work with its contrast- 
ed dramatic and lyric passages.

Assistant City Cotinselor Young to- 


day gave an opinion to Director of 
Streets and Sewers Talbert present- 
ing a review of the proposed King's 
highway boulevard tmprovement, ,in 
which he advises the city not to pro- 
ceed with the work before making 
a deposit for damages, until the pres- 
ent litigation affecting the tmprove- 
ment has been adjudicated. 

The proposed improvement had been 
checked by an injunction suit against 
the city, brought by an abutting prop- 
erty owner. His contentions were sus- 
tained by the Circuit Court and partly 
so by the Supreme Court, which, how. 
ever, remanded the case for trial. 

Young holds that in view of this de- 
Cision, the Oe damage cost of the im- 
provement, which is $163,893.53, would 
have to be paid by the city should tho 
city proceed with the work now.

Arguments Made in_ Federal 
Court Against $3,000,000 
County Bond Issue. 


The suit of Thomas K. Skinker and 
L, Cass Miller to have the $3,000,000 good 
roads bond issue of St. Louts County in- 
validated was argued today before Unit- 
ed States District Judge Dyer. Skinker 
lost a similar suit in the Supreme Court 
of Missouri, which held that the bond 
issue was valid... He then carried the 
case to the Iederal Court, alleging tht 
the issuance of the bonds would be in 
violation of the Fourteenth Amendment. 
in that this would deprive him of his 
property without due process of law. 

Charles A. Houts, former United 
States District Attorney, and Assistant 
Attorney-General W. T. Rutherford, ar- 
gued the case for the County Court of 
St. Louis County. Houts called the at- 
tontion of Judge Dyer to the recent de- 
cision of the Missouri. Supreme Court. 
He said that although he lived tn Web- 
ster Groves he would derive as much 
benefit from the bond tssue as the 
farmers of the county, because he used 
the roads to get into and out of St. 
Louis. Rutherford said that the county 
had no authority, under the law, to run
